Knesset winter session begins 

Begin: French policy 
leads to anti-Semitism

Prime Minister Menahem Begin, 
speaking at the opening of the 
Knesset's winter term, said yester- 
day that the steady anti-Israel 
propaganda of the French govern- 
ment said the groundwork for out- 
breaks of anti-Semitism. 

The president and the govern- 
ment of France should be aware of 
the results of their actions, even if 
those, results were not their inten- 
tion, Begin said. He called upon 
French Interior Minister Christian 
Bonnet to apologise for what was 
undoubtedly "a slip of the tongue." 

Bonnet reportedly expressed 
regret that Innocent Christian 
passers-by. had been killed by a 
bomb intended' for the Jewish

‘Does the minister realize what 
an unfortunate slip of the tongue 
that was?" the premier asked. 

The Subject of the statement 
delivered by the prime minister was 
"The situation of the Jews in the 
Soviet Union and other countries." 
But he limited hla remarks to the ' 
Soviet Union, Syria and France. 

Begin noted the "worrisome 


decline" In tbe number of monthly 
exit permits Issued by the Soviet 
government since the beginning of 
the y ear. He denounced the recent 
decree that negative decisions on 
exit permit applications shall 
henceforth be final. Up to now the 
* refuaednlk could re-apply after six 
months. , 

Begin assured Ida Nudel, Yosef 
Mendelevich, Anatoly Shcharanaky 
“and all the other Prisoners of 
Zion" that Israel has not forgotten 
them and would not forget them. 

"We shall appeal to the 
parliaments of the world and to all 
men of good will to work for their 
release," he said. 

The premier noted that in Syria, 
only about 1,000 Jewish families 
remained. Tbe Syrian government 
^waA hc^ditjg tbeip^^bortagoa and 
dealing ruthlessly with teem, he 
said. 

Turning to Western Europe, 
Begin said that the resurgence of 
fascist and Nazi movements began 
with the denial of the occurrence of 
the Holocaust. Even in Britain and 
France books bad been published 
charging the Jews with having ln-

Israeli ‘surprise’ possible 
at autonomy negotiations 


Jerusalem Post Correspondent 
WASHINGTON. — Israel haa made 
some "surprising" and “Impor- 
tant" moves to solve ita differences 
with Egypt on the eve of resumed 
autonomy talks, an informed source 
said yesterday. Without going Into 
detail, he added that Israel had 
shown flexibility on the topics of 
land, water, and the authority of the 
proposed autonomy council. 

Other sources called the talks 
with the Israeli delegation 
successful, but would not confirm 
any "surprises" In the Israeli 
position. 

The main difficulties In the • 
renewed talks will come from the 
Egyptian side, predicted American 
ofli-ci ala alter two days of 
preparatory' talks . 

"The Egyptians will probably 
take a tough stance," said one 
American official. He was referring 
to Eygyptlan opposition to the 
Knesset vote on the Jerusalem Law 
and tbe settlement policy on the 
West Bank, which have held up 
negotiations in the past. 

These assumptions regarding the 


Egyptian position are based partly 
on an Egyptian paper which was 
delivered to the Americana during 
talks held on a technical level late 
last week and yesterday. 

But the genera) Egyptian line is 
expected to be tough. Egyptian cor- 
respondents were briefed here 
yesterday by an aide to Vice- 
President Hbsni Mubarak that the 
events In the Persian Gulf and their 
military implications "highlight the 
urgent need to speed the autonomy 
talks to a conclusion that would help 
.draw additional states and factors 
into the peace process." 

The aide's remarks could he seen 
as an indication that Egypt la un- 
willing and indeed unable to accept 
compromise solutions that would 
prevent the achievement of this 
goal. 

Meanwhile, Interior Minister and 
chief autonomy negotiator Yosef 
Burg left Israel yesterday morning 
for Washington. He said at Ben- 
Gurion Airport just before depar- 
ture that in light of the conflict 
between Iran and Iraq, “the world 
must support the peace process/' 


Carter, Anderson woo NY Jewish vote 


NEW. YORK. CAP). — President 
Jimmy. Carter and Independent 
challenger John Anderson vied In 
New York City yesterday to 
demonstrate their commitment to 
Israel. . 

The Democratic incumbent, who 
has said he sees no chance of re- 
election without carrying New 
York, began the day with a noisy 
audience at a Jewish community 
centre In Queens, vowing that he 
would never turn hla back on Israel. 


He said, he wouldn't negotiate with

War rages 
near Iran’s 
oil capital 

BEIRUT. — Iraq said lta Infantry 
and armour had beaten back waves 
of rocket-firing helicopter gunshlps 
yesterday and pressed an onslaught 
to capture Iran's major oil city of 
Abadan on the northern fringes of 
the Persian Gulf. 

Iran’s President Abolhassan 
Banl-Sadr said the Iraqi attackers 
across the strategic Karim River 
have been "routed" and threatened 
a counter-invasion of Iraq that 
would lead to the overthrow of 
President Saddam Hussein's 
regime in Baghdad. 

Tbe war flared unabated into lta 
fourth week with both nations an- 
nouncing high casualties in air and 
tank combat despite reporta of 
drastic fuel shortages that would 
slow down their fighting machines. 

In a military communique, Iraq 
claimed Its ground forces were 
“still courageously advancing 
towards the oil complex of Abadan. 
It said they had destroyed nine Ira- 
nian tanks and several other 
vehicles, killing 38 Iranian soldiers, 
in the battle zone there." 

An Iraqi communique said Ira- 
nian jets raided the northern Iraqi 
summer resort town of Hajomran 
at mid-morning, killing one civilian 
and wounding another. 

A Baghdad Radio broadcast said 
Iran threw squadrons of helicopter 
{•unships into the Abadan arena In 
an attempt to block the Iraqi ad- 
vance. "but our victorious forces 
rolled onward, unruffled.” 

Reporter Bruce Loudon <fT the 
London Daily Telegraph, just hack 
from Teheran, wrote that Iran was 
suffering a "desperate shortage" of 
fuel that reduced the number of its 
serviceable comat warplanes from 
more than 400 to fewer than 200. 

Oil refineries of the two nations 
were the primary target of air at- 
tacks in the first three weeks of the 
war. The attacks halted oil exports, 
which total about four million 
barrels a day, and reduced produc- 
tion to levels sufficient only for 
keeping their fighting machines go- 
ing. Unlike Iran, however, Iraq la 
reportedly getting fuel from 
neighbouring Saudi Arabia. 

In another development, Iran 
yesterday promised safe passage 
for all foreign ships tearing the 
Shatt al-Arab waterway provided 
they fly the -UN -flag ahd -provided 
that Iraq also agrees. 

In the second message in 24 hours 
to Secretary-General Kurt 
Waldheim, who first suggested the 
flying of tbe flags, Banl-Sadr gave 
his personal assurance of safe 
passage to "all commercial 
vessels." 

There was no imm edi ate 
response from Iraq. (AP, UPI) 


Iran may get 
arms supplies 
from Soviets

The Soviet Union yesterday 
appeared to be pressing ahead 
with plans to supply Iran with 
military equipment to help it 
resist the invasion by Iraq. 

The Soviet 'offer of military 
hardware to Iran was alluded to by 
Iraq, which last night indicated that 
it was "clarifying" the Soviet 
move. The Iraqi hint was made in a 
radio commentary which lashed 
out at countries aiding Iran and at 
any others intending to do so. 

Despite denials, the Soviets were 
reported ready to dispatch military 


equipment to Teheran ostensibly 
under an accord signed in 
November 1976 during the late 
shah's reign for delivery of 
surface-to-air missiles, anti-tank 
rockets and armoured cars. 

A Teheran Radio report last week 
quoted Vladimir Vinogradov, 
Soviet ambassador in the Iranian 
capital, as offering military help to 
the Iranians. 

While denying knowledge of any 
specific offer, Iranian President 
Abolhassan Banl-Sadr said in an in- 
terview published yesterday that 
"maybe the Soviets meant they 
would help within the confines of

Summit delayed as Arabs 
are divided over Gulf war 


BEIRUT. — The summit con- 
ference of Arab heads of state 
scheduled for November 25-26 in 
Amman is expected to be postponed 
because of the war between Iraq 
and Iran, the Saudi newspaper Al- 
Madina al-Munawara reported. 

The unsourced report appeared 
in the newspaper's Sunday edition 
which reached Beirut yesterday. 
The report followed a 24-hour visit 
to Saudi Arabia by Jordan's mug 
Hussein, the summit's host. 

The postponement comes as the 
war enters Its fourth week, with 
powerful new alliances emerging to 
add to the tensions in an already un- 
stable region. 


At the st&trt of the war official 
pronouncements from the major 
Arab capitals showed the region's 
leaders wanted an early end to the 
conflict for fear they would be 
dragged into It themselves. 

But with no peace in sight the con- 
servative states are now closing 
ranks in support of Iraq, and their 
radical opponents qpe no longer 
hiding their preference for the 
revolutionary regime In Iran. 

Jordan and Saudi Arabia head 
the list of conservatives, while 
Libya and Syria, buoyed by Its new 
friendship and cooperation treaty

43 ships at Akaba unloading Iraqi arms

waiting to off-load cargo for Iraq in 
the Jordanian Red Sea. port of 
Akaba.

Thirteen of the ships are from the 
Eastern Bloc, including four from 
the Soviet Union, four from Cuba, 
three from Rumania and two from 
Yugoslavia.

According to Informed 
sources here no heavy arms are be- 
ing off-loaded. The cargoes consist 
of ammunition, spare parts and

transported overland from Akaba to 
Iraq. 

The Iraqis have deployed 
Ilyushin transport aircraft in 
Jordan. The planes are not being us- 
ed, however, to transport goods 
from Jordan to Iraq and it is believ- 
ed that their deployment is for 
protection from Iranian attacks on 
Iraqi airfields.

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Golan faces tough fight

TEL’AVrv. — Sponsors of the bill to 
extend Israeli law to the Golan 
Heights face an uphill parliamen- 
tary battle to get tifeir legislation 
passed. Political observers agreed 
yesterday that they may settle for a 
compromise. 

A group of Likud MK’a yesterday 
collected more than 20 signatures 
for their proposed bill, and they ex- 
pect to have it on the Knesset's 
agenda this week. If the bill fails, 
the group will table a compromise 
proposal, making any changes in 
the Golan's boundaries' conditional 
on the approval of at least 80 
Knesset members. 

The group's leader. Amnon Linn 
(La'ami said that “We don't expect 
smooth sailing for this law, certain- 
ly not as smooth as that of the 
Jerusalem Law several months 
ago. Our problem is that this bill 
follows the trauma of the 
Jerusalem Law. and many MK's In 
both the coalition and opposition 
arc hesitant about supporting our 
initiative." 


During the last Knesset session, 
some 70 MK's signed a petition 
which, in effect, called for the 
annexation of the Golan. Although a 
majority of house members 
reportedly favour such legislation, 
It is thought that uncertainty about 
the expediency and the timing of 
the legislation will prevent many 
MKs, among them confirmed 
hawks, from supporting it. 

It is not certain that the govern- 
ment will give its blessing to the 
legislation. A source close to Prime 
Minister Men&hen? Begin said the 
matter “will be taken under ad- 
visement. We will have to con- 


sider the need to infuse settlers on 
the Golan with confidence about 
their future and weigh that against 
the possible international storm 
which the legislation might stir.’ 

The overwhelming majority of 
Hcrut MKs are expected to support 
the legislation. But the situation 
nmong the Liberals is not known — 
since they only have one among the 
bill's sponsors — Pessah Grupper. 
La* am Is represented by Linn and 
Yigal Cohen: Herut sponsors are 
Yigal Cohen-Orgad. Ronnie Milo, 
Yosef Rom and Amel Nasr E— Din. 
The Tehiya Party is drafting its 
own bill. 

National Religious Party sources 
said their support will depend on 
the government reaction. If the 
government is lukewarm, chances, 
are that the most NRP MKs will not 
support the move. Even a party 
hawk such as MK Yehuda Ben-Melr 
expressed doubts about the wisdom 
of the legislation. 

However, if the N RP sees that the 
government has its heart set on the 
legislation, it is doubtful that party 
leaders will make the issue & bone 
of contention with the Likud. It is 
noted that with the probe into the 
Ministry of Religious Affairs and a 
possible investigation of Interior 
Ministry allocations, the NRP la in 
no shape to challenge its main 
coalition partner. 

Perhaps the greatest soul 
searching la going on within the 
Labour Party, where doves in- 
itiated a meeting of the faction 
political committee for today. The 
doves are afraid that party hawks, 
who signed the Golan petition some 
months ago, would not be able to 
vote against the legislation. They 
are therefore pushing for a faction 
decision to bind the waverers.' 


Begin opposes clash over ‘Naples plan’

TEL AVTV. — Prime Minister 
Menahem Begin yesterday disap- 
proved of the Jewish Agency's call 
for a confrontation with the Council 
of Jewish Federations in the U.S. 
over the latter's refusal to accept 
the "Naples Plan" for cutting the 
dropout rate among Soviet Jews. 

As a result, the agency will 
probably go ahead and implement 
the plan. 

The Naples Plan is a compromise 
agreed upon by the Agency. HIAS 
(Hebrew Immigrants Aid Society) 
and the JDC (Joint Distribution 
Committee). It calls for speedy 


transfer of Soviet Jewish emigrants 
from Vienna to Naples, rather than 
to the present centre of HIAS opera- 
tion in Rome. In Naples. HIAS is to 
help only those Soviet, Jews with 
close relatives in the West reach 
destinations other than Israel. 

Begin was briefed on the situation 
yesterday and was informed of 
agency chairman Arye Dulzin's 
wish to seek a confrontation with 
the CJF on the issue. Begin replied 
that he does not favour a confronta- 
tion with U.S. Jewish communities 
at this time and said that he will try 
more gentle persuasion in his up- 
coming visit to the U.S. In 
November. 


Bundestag ‘freshmen’ to study Israel

TEL AVIV. — Some 60 per cent bt 
the members of the newly-elected 
German parliament are too young 
to share the older members' 
feelings of a "special relationship’’ 
with Israel, Bundestag member 
Eric ^Blumenfeld said here yester- 
day. 

The German-Iarael Society, 
which he heads, will try to raise the 
new members' awareness in a 
three-day conference to be held one 
week after the Bundestag convenes. 

"We want to make an impression 
on all the freshmen" who were born 
towards the end of World War II or 
immediately after it, Blumenfeld 


explained. 

Blumenfeld said that he was con- 
fident the debates would "change 
the thinking of a number of people 
in high offices." He recalled, the 
success of the society's appeal two 
years ago to cancel the statute of 
limitations on Nazi war crimes! 

Twenty Israelis will attend the 
conference. The team will be head- 
ed by Israel's former ambassador 
to Bonn, Asher Ben-Nathan, who Is 
chairman of the Israel-German 
Society. Other members Include 
MKs Moshe Meron and Zalman 
Shoval (Likud); Esther Herlitz 
(Labour) and Mordechai 
Virshubsld (Shinul). 


2 settlements to go up in Gaza area 


Jerusalem Post Reporter 
Two new settlements will be es- 
tablished in the Katlf region in the 
southern Gaza Strip. The Housing 
Ministry will cover its ISlOxn. Initial 
expenditure for infrastructure costs 
by issuing promissory notes to con- 
tractors to be paid in the next fiscal 
year. 

The ministry will also set up two 
new kibbutzim In the Besor area, 
northwest of Beersheba, to replace 
two kibbutzim In the Rafiah Ap- 
proaches, which must be turned 


over to the Egyptians in accord with 
the peace agreement. Hie settlers 
will use their compensation 
payments to help finance the 
building of the settlements. 

In -the North, construction will 
begin on two new- settlements in 
Galilee and one on the Golan 
Heights later next month. 

Meir Shamir, deputy director of 
the Jewish Agency's settlement 
department, said that another 10 
lookout posts will be established in 
Galilee in the coming months. 


Lab team isolates diarrhea germ, 
treatment and diagnosis may improve

HAIFA. — A germ believed respon- 
sible for much unexplained 
diarrhea and intestinal infections in 
Israel has been Isolated and grown 
by a Kupat Holira research team at 
the sick fund's central 
micro biological laboratory here. 

The researchers, headed by Dr. 
Moshe Shmilovich, believe that the 
Campylobacter germ is responsi- 
ble for 70 per cent of intestinal in- 
fections In Israel, and that it is es- 
pecially active during the spring, 
the Kupat Holim spokesman told 
the press. Physicians previously 
could not explain more than half the 
diarrhea cases they encountered, 
he said. 

The discovery reportedly will 
enable physicians to improve 
diagnosis and treatment of the 
serious infections caused by the 
Campylobacter germ that results in 
severe stomach pains, high fever, 
and diarrhea-. 

The researchers found that the 
germ is sensitive to most an- 
tibiotics. but resists precisely those 
usually administered against 


diarrhea. Now treatment may 
become more effective and may 
prevent complications for babies 
and the elderly. 

Doctors previously made faulty 
diagnoses because the germ causes 
severe stomach pains for three to 
four days prior to the onset of 
diarrhea. Baffled doctors 
sometimes diagnosed acute appen- 
dicitis. which resulted In un- 
necessary operations. Now, a sim- 
ple laboratory test can determine 
the presence of the germ, and guide 
treatment.

(Contlmied from page o») 
with Moscow, are Iran's main 
allies. 

Caught In the crossfire of the 
emerging alliances are the 
Palestinians, who have expressed 
concern since the start of the war 
that the central Arab cause of con- 
frontation with Israel is being 
forgotten. 

Yasser Arafat and otber 
"mainstream" leaders remain 
neutral and continue to press for an 
early peace. But the radical wing of 
the terrorist movement is coming 
out openly on the Iranian side. 

The propaganda war between the 
two camps heated up over the 
weekend with Iraq expelling the 
remaining Syrian and Libyan 
diplomats in Baghdad. 

Accusing the two countries of air- 
lifting weapons to the Iranians, the 
Iraqi foreign minister said they 
were “in collusion with the Persian 
aggressors." 

Both Libya and Syria denied ship- 


ping arms to Iran and there was no 
independent confirmation of the 
Traqi allegation. U.S. officials who 
arc closely watching events in the 
Gulf said they had no evidence of 
such movements of weapons. 

The allegation appeared to be 
founded largely on radio monitor- 
ing in Israel of Middle East air traf- 
fic. 

This gave Damascus the oppor- 
tunity to aay, through the 
mouthpiece of the semi-official Al- 
Thaivra newspaper: "It is also dis- 
gusting that enemy propaganda 
machinery volunteered to 
propagate these unfounded 
charges.” 

According to political analysts 
Here Jordan has found common 
cause with Iraq because of its in- 
crcasing economic ties with 
Baghdad and Us need of a powerful, 
long-term ally to help It protect Its 
position in any eventual settlement 
of the Palestinian problem.

And now in France, he said, once 
again the cry is heard; "Death to 
the Jews!” 

No distinction con be made 
between anti-Israel, anti-Zionist, 
and anti-Semitic propaganda, the 
prime minister said. Incitement 
against the Jewish state is. objec- 
tively, Incitement against the 
Jewish people. 

Begin said that Jews everywhere 
have the right, and the duty, to de- 
fend themselves and to protect their 
honour as Jews. There would be no 
repetition of the 1930s, when the 
Jews did not fight back. 

To Jews everywhere the prime 
minister issued this appeal: "Arise, 
and come up to Son. Not from fear 
but from a free, determined deci- 
sion. Gome home, and you shall be 
free men, you and your children." 

Among the points made in the 
debate were: 

Shimon Peres (Alignment) : 
Israel will do its part In response to 
the resurgence of anti-Semitism. 
But the true answer Is the Zionist 
answer. The time has come for 
American Jews to invest not only 
their money In Israel, but also their 
children. Not from fear of an ap- 
proaching catastrophe, but from the 
will to bear a Jewish identity. The 
future of the Jewish people is not in 
Babylonia, but in Jerusalem. 

Ronnie Milo (Likud-Herut) : 
There is a direct connection 
between the French atomic reactor 
in Iraq and the bomb in Rue Coper- 
nic. The ugly wave of anti-Semitism 
in France is the unripe fruit of 15 
years of official and consistent 
French policy against Israel. 

Sarah Stern- Kat an (National. 
Religious Party): for the French 
government, oil Is more important 
than Jewish blood. 

Menahem Savidor (Llkud- 
Liberala) : Our appreciation goes 
out to the European parliamen- 
tarians who are sparing no effort to 
get the Soviet Union to open its 
gates for Jews who wish to leave.

• The Knesset appeals to Jews 
throughout the Diaspora to leave 
the countries of their residence And 
to come to the state of the Jews — 
the State of Israel — where they can 
live Jewish lives as free men.

Foreign Minis ter Yitzhak Shamir 
believes that the European Com- 
munity’s Middle East peace 'in- 
itiative is effectively fading out — 
mainly as a result of the Iran-Iraq 
war. 

Briefing department heads at the 
ministry yesterday, Shamir ,a&fd 
European opinion would - find - It- 
ridiculous for EC state smen to con- 
dnue focusing on their planned in- 
itiative when the rest of the world is 
preoccupied with the Gulf war. 

Moreover, the U.S. election will 
soon be over, and thus the EC's 
argument that there is a need to fill’ 
the pre-election diplomatic vacuum 
will no longer be operative, he said. 

Shamir made these comments 
while assessing hi? recent visits to 
the U.S. and Europe. He- said 
Israel’s position in Europe is 
sometimes estranged -and 
alienated. But in the U.S., he said. 
Israel seems almost “part of the 
family" — Us interests are perceiv- 
ed to be an . electoral consideration, . 
and its positions and views are im- 
portant elements In. America's 
policy approach to the. Middle East.

French deny Nazis on police force 


PARIS (API. — There are no 
French policemen on -a list of 
suspected members of a disbanded 
neo-Nazi. group, despite allegations 
to the contrary by two police union 
officials, French Interior Minister 
Christian Bonnet was quoted as 
saying Monday. 

The denial by Bonnet, in an inter- 
view published In the mass circula- 
tion newspaper FmnceSoir, was 
the first official response to charges 
made two weeks ago that the names 
of 30 policemen were on a list of 152 
suspected right-wing militants. 


"To this day, the union officials 
have provided no proof of their, 
allegations even though they have 


been officially invited to do so," 
Bonnet was quoted as saying in the 
interview. 

The police union officials made 
the charges after three people were 
killed on October 3 to a bombing 
outside a synagogue, part of a rash 
of anti-Semitic acts of violence in 
France. 

There was no Immediate 
response from the police union of- 
ficials who had contended that the 
names of the policemen were on a 
list of suspected members of a neo- 
Nazi group called FANE, an 
acronym for European National 
Action Federation, which was 
ordered disbanded by the govern- 
ment on September 3.

Haifa’s sanitation 
workers end strike

A source Jn the municipality said 
the sanitation workers had also 
demanded changes In their labour 
contract, which the municipality 
did not accept. "In any case, they 
were told there would be no 
negotiations whatsoever as long as 
they remained on. strike, so they 
agreed to go back to work," the 
source said. 


No JSC office planned 

BRUSSELS (AP). — The European 
Community has no intention of 
opening an office in Israel, a 
spokesman for the EEC Commis- 
sion said here yesterday. 

The remark was in response to a 
comment by Cabinet Secretary 
Arych Naor, who announced that 
the EC planned to open two offices 
■in Israel starting in 1981 — the main 
one in Ter Aviv and a branch to 
Jerusalem. 


Former Flatto aide

Ya'acov Halfon, former cam- 
paign aide to MK Shmuei Flatto- 
Sharon. denied yesterday -In 
Jerusalem Magistrates Court that 
he had engaged In vote-buying dur- 
ing the 1977 Knesset elections. He is 
accused, along with Flatto, of elec- 
tion bribery to gain votes for Flat- 
to's list. 

Halfon began his testimony by 
saying that from "my wide ex- 
perience in campaign manage- 
ment. I know that only the es- 
tablishment is able to buy votes 
because they can make promises to 
entire blocs of voters." 

Halfon, a former campaigner for 
the Labour Party, denied that he 
had hired workers on election day 
just to buy their support. "I needed 
the workers because it's impossible 
to conduct elections without them. 
But if they work for me, why 
shouldn't I expect them to vote far 
my candidate too?" he said.

U.S. expels four Belgian neo-Nazis 


The Glass Commission report's 
failure to seriously investigate the 
Black Hebrews’ way of life worries 
Americans and Israelis familiar 
with the cult and frightens former 
members. 

Those who have read the 147-page 
study of the community. Its history. 
Its ideology and its 12-year 
relationship with the State of Israel 
are most Impressed with the 
thorough research done by MK 
David Glass and his three 
colleagues. "In all," writes Glass in 
the preface to his report, "we heard 
opinions and evidence from 59 peo- 
ple, read extensive background 
material, research studies, sur- 
veys, letters, press clippings, and 
other material relevant to the sub- 
ject.” 

Everyone compliments the com- 
mittee for its comprehensive 
analysis of the problem and l.s 
possible solutions, as well as its ab- 
solute condemnation of the 
government's inept dealings with 
the community. 

And no one understands bow the 
team, which spent 20 months, at the 
taxpayer's expense, probing "all" 
aspects of the Black Hebrew 
problem — a probe that entailed a 
trip to the U.S. — virtually ignored 
charges that question the cnlt's 
values, behaviour and control 
systems. No one can understand 
how the committee reached its con- 
clusions — settling the Black 
Hebrews In a. village and giving 
them permanent residence visas — 
without interviewing any of the 
numerous defectors currently liv- 
ing In Israel. 

"Glass correctly realized that the 
Black Hebrews are a cult, and 
therefore cannot be judged by tbe 
norms applicable to other social 
groups," said an American who has 
read the report. "And then he 
decided that the Black Hebrews are 
a healthy, happy lot and dismisses 
as 'apparently unfounded' charges 
of abuse and threats. How? By in- 
tervie wing-two Jews from Dimona, 
one Black Hebrew woman jailed for 
theft, and 'hundreds' of Black 
Hebrews — aa If a group living In a 
community characterized by that 
kind of regime would be free to 
speak openly, or is capable of 
speaking openly. 

"Had he bothered to travel one 
hour from his office, in various 
directions, he could have talked to 
former cult members. They would 
have given him a much different 
picture and Information that would 
have made It impossible for him to 
reach the conclusions he did." 

"By refusing to come tc terms 
with the real nature of the cult. 
Glass has done Israel a great dis- 
service.” said an American in- 
volved In helping "dean up” the 
aftermath of Jonestown. “His 
recommendations are based on 
only some of the facts. So what 
seems like a 'logical, humane, 
Jewish' solution today may well 
lead to disaster in five years." 

Glass' only firm supporter thene 
days Is Ben-Ami Carter, who 
Dimona residents claim cleverly 


"snowed" the MK with his 
"reasonable" new stance, threats 
of mass suicide and stirring up anti- 
Israel sentiment in the American 
black community. Of the three 
American Jewish organizations 
which. In 1978. pressured by U.S. 
black leaders, urged Interior 
Minister Yosef Burg to immediate- 
ly adopt a fair solution to the 
problem, only the American Jewish 
Congress officially endorses the 
Glass recommendations. The 
American Jewish Committee has 
. made "no formal response" and the 
Anti-Defamation League la saying 
that “in the last analysis the Israel! 
government must take whatever 
action suits its own best interests." 
But spokesmen for both 
organizations also laud Glass for 
finally moving the Interior Ministry 
towards a solution to the more than 
decade-old problem. 

Privately, however, some 
American Jewish officials In Israel 
are becoming concerned about 
Glass's recommendations, which 
parallel so closely those they jointly 
proposed in 1978 — "before we 
knew what we know today,” said

one concerned official. As defec- 
tions from the cult mount, and ad- 
ditional reports of unusual and ex- 
treme behaviour are recorded, sen- 
ding all Black Hebrews to an 
Isolated settlement appears less 
than an ideal solution. 

"We would like to take a look at 
that secret police report which 
details criminals and criminal ac- 
tivity in the group," said one of the 
officials. “We have never been able 
to challenge the black American's 
picture of the cult a& peace-loving, 
a clean-cut group of black Jews be- 
ing persecuted for no reason by the 
racist Israelis." 

Particularly unnerving to all in- 
volved with the Black Hebrews Is 
Glass' apparent willingness tc re- 
quire all cult members to settle in 
the village. 

"I grant that because of Inter- 
national politics and the failure of 
the government to deal with this 
problem effectively, you probably 
have to give Carter his settlement,” 
said an American official. "But you 
should at the same time try to 
defuse, not strengthen, Carter's 
hold over* the lives of 2,000 people. 
Why is there no provision for giving 
permanent residence to those who 
are willing to leave the cult? Or who 
have already left It but don't want 
to return to tbe U.S.? Faced only 
with the choice of going back to the 
ghetto, they may choose Carter.” 

An ex-cult member added: 
"Glass Just played right Into 
Carter’s hands. So did the police In 
Eilat when they arrested all the 
former Black Hebrews for living 
there illegally. Carter and his 
sidekicks scare potential defectors 
— and there are maybe 200 wbo 
would leave right now — Into stay- 
ing. They tell them that they can’t 
function outside of Dimona.' They 
tell them: ‘YouTl have to roam the 
streets, sell your body, steal and eat 
junk food. But if you stay with us, 
nothing will happen to you. No one 
ever gets deported from Dimona.'

ATLANTA (AP). — Immigration

all those people here by saying. 'If 
you don't stay with us, it's hello 
Chicago, pimps, and dope pushers,' " 
the former member said. 

Glass's most vehement critics 
arc the residents of Arad and 
Dimona. as well as those familiar 
with the People's Temple tragedy. 
They insist that Glass Is wrong for 
letting Carter continue to blackmail 
Israel with his threats. They charge 
that the MK no more comes to grips 
with Israel's Black Hebrew 
problem than did Interior Minister 
Yosef Burg, who dealt with the cult 
for 10 years by pretending It didn’t 
exist. They reject the committee’s 
conclusion that It is no longer possi- 
ble to deport the Black Hebrews. 

"Do you want to know how to 
deport them?” asks Amit Kami, a 
member of the Arad Citizens Com- 
mittee. "Read the police repurt that 
Glass quotes from. It's all outlined, 
along with a programme on how to 
combat any resulting unfavourable 
public opinion. Unlike Glass, the 
police know blackmail when they 
see It. and they aren't willing to 
submit to it. 

. “The settlement Idea Isn't prac- 
tical anyway. Given the Black- 
Hebrews' history, what makes 
Glass think that they are going to be 
happy with that settlement? What 
makes Glass think they aren't go- 
ing to demand more and more? 
What makes Glass think Carter Is 
really going to stick to his 
promises?" Kami asks. 

A former Black Hebrew laughs at 
Glass’ "naive" belief that, once 
granted legal status, the law en- 
forcement authorities in this coun- 
try will be able to keep the cult un- 
der surveillance. 

"You are dealing with a master- 
mind and a criminal mind," said 
C.L. "He’s been infiltrating people 
into the country, right past airport 
authorities, for 10 years. He's got 
the whole government kow-towing, 
taking him seriously. What a joke. 
Don't they realize he's a liar, a 
pimp, a con-man? The truth Isn't In 
him. He's not fit to lead anybody. 
Why legitimize what he's doing?” 
An Amerlcan-Israeli journalist, 
who has done research on the Black 
Hebrews, was working for a San 
Francisco newspaper when 800 
members of the People's Temple 
committed suicide. Amazed by the 
parallels he found between the two 
cults, the reporter wrote to Yehuda 
Avner, an aide to Prime Minister 
Begin, warning that mass murder 
— "That's really what It was” — 
could also occur In Israel. 

"There were also wishy-washy ' 
liberals on my paper who didn't 
think It wan important that one of 
our newsmen should accompany 
the late Congressman Leo Ryan (he 
was killed by the cult) on his fact- 
finding tour to Jonestown. 

"What galls me is not the govern- 
ment. which makes mistakes about 
everything, or bureaucrats ,who 
waffle rather than take respon- 
sibility for a strong action. It's 
liberals like Glass, who make 
things worse with their live-and-let* 
live attitude. They are well- 
.intcntloned, but in the end, they do 
the most harm. 

-"The Black Hebrews have no 
rights here'. And they have nothing 
to do with Israel,” he continued. 
"The sooner they are thrown out 
the better. Some say that 
something bad is going to happen If 
we deport them. Well, something 
worse is going to happen If we 
don't."

Armenian terrorists 


strike Turkish targets 


LONDON. - The Armenian Secret 
Army for the Liberation of Armenia 
yesterday claimed responsibility 
for three bomb attacks against 
Turkish diplomats and es- 
tablishments In the U.S. and Bri- 
tain. 

The claim was made in a state- 
ment distributed to news agencies 
In Beirut by the guerrilla organiza- 
tion, which has already claimed 
responsibility for a series of attacks 
against offices and diplomatic cen- 
tres in Western Europe. 

The statement mentioned three 
attacks, which it claimed to have 
carried out in New York, Los 
Angeles and London. 

Bomb attacks were also launched 
against Swiss establishments in 
London on Sunday and in Paris 
yesterday. A group called "The Oc- 
tober Third Movement" claimed 
responsibility for these blasts, and 
said it was also responsible Cor at- 
tacks last week against the Swiss 
Embassy in Beirut. 

A common anti-Turkish 
background to all the bombing in- 
cidents Is suspected, but not con- 
firmed. 

The worst damage occurred in 
New York, where a bomb In a car 
parked outside the Turkish mission 
to the UN exploded yesterday after- 
noon. The blast injured five per- 
sons. none Berlously, heavily 
damaged the first floor of the 
Turkish centre, and shattered hun- 
dreds of windows In the area. 

In Los Angeles, a bomb exploded 
at a travel agency operated by an 
American of Turkish origin, injur- 
ing a passer-by and also damaging 
adjacent businesses. 

A caller to the Associated Press 
in Los Angeles claimed tbe ex- 
plosions in New York and Los 
Angeles were carried out by the 
‘Justice Comandos of Armenian 
Genocide.' 

The caller said the bombings 
were “in retaliation for the 
slaughter of Armenian people by 
the Turks and for the harassment of 


Armenians by Turkish people in 
America." 

The Beirut statement of the 
Armenian Secret Army claimed 
that the Los Angeles attack was 
launched against the Turkish con- 
sulate. 

The London explosions Sunday 
night, which occurred SO minutes 
apart, struck the Turkish Airline of- 
fices near Piccadilly Circus and the 
Swiss Centre. The attack on the air- 
line offices was claimed by the 
Armenian Secret Army, while the 
“October Third Movement” said it 
bombed the Swiss Centre. There 
were no reports of injuries in either 
incident. 

In Paris, a bomb exploded out- 
side the Swiss tourist office yester- 
day morning-, breaking Its windows 
but causing no injuries. The “Oc- 
tober Third" group also claimed 
responsibility for this attack. 

In calls to news agencies In Lon- 
don, a spokesman for this group 
threatened more attacks against 
Swiss institutions around the world, 
but did not explain the motives 
behind the attacks. “Tbe Swiss 
know why." he said. 

The Swiss government said 
yesterday that Armenian 
guerrillas, angered at the 
authorities’ success in combating 
anti-Turkish attacks In 
Switzerland, might have been 
responsible for the bomb explosions 
outside Swiss property In Paris and 
London. 

A Swiss government spokesman 
said nothing was known about the 
“October Third Movement." 

It might be connected, however, 
with an incident on October 3 this 
year In which a man and woman 
were injured while handling ex- 
plosives in a Geneva hotel room, he 
added. 

There was reason to believe that 
the man, still in hospital after los- 
ing a hand and an eye In tbe blast, 
was of Armenian extraction. The 
woman described herself as 
American. (Reuter, AP, UPI) 


2 Turks to die for killin g U.S. officer 


ISTANBUL (AP). — An Istanbul 
martial law court yesterday 
sentenced two men to death for the 
April murder of U.S. naval officer 
Sam Novelio and his Turkish 
driver. 

Sentenced to hang were Ahmet 
Saner and Kadlr Tandogan, who 
were captured during a wild chase 
through suburban Istanbul after the 
ambush attack on Novelio and the 
driver. 

Novelio was gunned down by a 
group of four terrorists just as he 


was getting ready to leave his home 
for work. One terrorist was killed 
trying -to escape and another was 
never caught. Saner and Tandogan 
were caught when thetr motor- 
cycles fell on a slippery patch of 
road as they fled north foom Istan- 
bul along the Bosporus. 

The killers were believed to be 
members of tbe Turkish Peoples 
Liberation Party Front, which also 
claimed reponsibllity for six earlier 
killings of Americans In three 
separate attacks-

Rescue workers seek more 
Algerian quake survivors 


AL ASNAM. Algeria. — Rescuers 
continued searching for more sur- 
vivors yesterday among the tangl- 
ed ruins of this Algerian town, 
which a relief expert said would 
have to be entirely rebuilt after be- 
ing twice destroyed by earthquakes 
In 26 years. 

Two mild tremors shook the 
area at dawn. There have been no 
new reports of casualties or proper- 
ty damage. 

The bodies of 1.500 victims have 
been recovered by. searchers. Of- 
ficials of the Red Crescent, Moslem 
Algeria's equivalent of the Red 
Cross, issued the first body count 
since the Friday quake and said the 
final toll may surpass initial es- 
timates of between, 9,000 and 20,000 
dead. 

Heavy casualties were feared, 
too. In outlying mountain villages 
and rural areas that were Isolated 
by landslides and bridges destroyed 
by the quake. 

Officials said that at least 900 sur- 
vivors were hospitalized, but Red 
Crescent President Mouloud 
Belaouane told reporters tens of 
thousands were injured. He said 
that there was a severe shortage of 
hospital beds and emergency 
operating equipment. 

Rescuers worked through the 
cold night with floodlights. Grief- 
stricken families watched, pinning 
their hopes on specially -trained 
dogs flown from Switzerland and 
France to try to locate people 
trapped under tons of rubble and 
massive concrete slabs in collapsed 
appartment blocks. 


There was still no electric power 
in the city, and electricity for the 
rescue operation was provided by 
generators- 

Flags flew at half-mast 
throughout Algeria as the nation 
observed seven days of mourning 
for the earthquake victims. Enter- 
tainment programmes, sports 
events and planned wedding 
celebrations were postponed. 

The government declared the en- 
tire urtluya (province) of al-Asnam 
a disaster area and drew -up an 
emergency assistance plan for the 
victims. The toilaya has more than 
one million Inhabitants, of whom at 
least one-fiffh were believed to 
have suffered physical or material 
damage. 

Tens of thousands of homeless 
survivors .were accommodated in 
makeshift tent camps erected on 
the city's outskirts. 

Teams of women organized by 
the National Union of Algerian 
Women gathered up small children 
who lost their parents in the dis- 
aster and were wandering aimless- 
ly through the streets. 

There was no reliable estimate of 
the number of such orphans. They 
were being cared for mostly by in- 
dividual volunteer families or by 
any relatives who could be located. 

An international army of rescue 
workers and medical personnel 
converged on the ruined city. 
Algerian officials called a tem- 
porary halt to further arrivals 
because, of a lack of accom- 
modations. (AP, Reuter) 


Marathon terror , trial ends in Berlin 


WEST BERLIN (Reuter). — A 
West Berlin court jailed- slot 
terrorists for terms of between five 
and 15 years yesterday on charges 
which included the kidnapping of a 
leading conservative politician. 

Ralf Reinders, 31, and Till Meyer, 
36, each received 15-year sentences 
for their role in the abduction of 
West Berlin Christian Democratic 
leader Peter Lorenz In February 
1975. 

But Reinders and another ac- 
cused, Andreas Vogel, 24, were ac- 
quitted of the murder of West 
Berlin's chief judge, Guenter Van 
Drenkmann, the previous 
November. 

The marathon trial, which lasted 
two-and-a-half years, was the most 


important bearing of its kind since 
^the headers the JBaader-Meinhof 
terrorist group were convicted In 
Stuttgart in 1977. 


All six defendants were found 
guilty of belonging to the extreme 
left-wing "Second of June 
Movement," an off-shoot of the 
Baader-Melnhof group. 

Ronald Frltsch, 28, was Jailed for 
13 years and three months for his 
role in the kidnapping, and Gerald 
Kloepper , 26, for 11 years and two 
months. Vogel was sentenced to 10 
years on the same count. 


A five-year sentence was passed 
on Fritz Tuefei, 38, the only defen- 
dant not convicted of the kidnap- 
ping. 


Nobel Prize ‘belongs to the rights moveitfj 





BUENOS AIRES (AP). — Nobel 
Peace Prize winner Adolfo Perez 
Esquivel, an Argentine sculptor and 
human rights activist, said yester- 
day the prize “does not belong to ; 
one person" but to the whole rights 
movement he founded and heads. 

Perez Esquivel told newsmen 
“human rights are not respected" 
in Argentina and said the prize had 
stimulated him to continue working 
in search of a "change la society 
that will allow man to live with 
more dignity." 

The Argentinian winner is 
founder and head of Servicio Paz y 
Juaticia (service far peace and 
justice), an ecumenical organizer 
tion made up of Catholics. 
Protestants and others which works 
in defence of human rights. in Latin 
America, 

A sculptor and former art 
professor at the University of La 
Plata's school of architecture, 
Perez Esquivel founded the 
organization In Argentina In 1978 
and was jailed for nearly 16 months 
in 1977 and 197S for his human rights 
work. 

Born In Buenos Aires on 
November 26, 1981, Perez Esquivel 
studied at the National School of 
Fine Arts, graduating in 1996. He 
became a professor of art history, 
drawing and sculpture at the 
University of La Plata. His work is 


on display In the country'* majw 
art galleries. . 

A militant Roman Catholic, Perez 
Esquivel in the late 1960’s became 

Interested in the non-viOlent 

political methods of the late Indian 

leader Mahatma Gandhi. He 

organized groups In Argentina 
which followed the teaching of the 
Indian pacifist. 

Perez Esquivel won public atten- 
tion in 1972 for participating tn a 
hunger strike in protest against the 
political violence which was then, 
beginning in Argentina and would 
continue throughout most of the 
decade. 

The organization he founded 
quickly formed ties with similar 
groups in tbe U.S., Europe and 
Latin America, and in 1974 par- 
ticipated In the conference on non- 
violent strategy for Latin American 
liberation In Colombia. The group 
backed non-violent demons trationa 
in Brazil, Paraguay, Ecuador and 
other Latin American countries. 

Perez Esquivel was arrested on 
April 4, 1377 , by the military govern- 
ment formed after the 1976 ouster of 
President Isabel Peron. ■

KAMPALA. — Tanzanian tank and 
artillery units have launched a 
counter-attack in Uganda against 
remnants of the army of former 
dictator Idi Amin, informed 
sources said yesterday. 

They said that the Tanzanian 
troops — some of the 10,000 who 
stayed in Uganda after helping to 
overthrow A min is months-ago — 
had already suffered casualties, 
although they far out-gunned the 
rebels. 

A force of about 3,000 soldiers 
loyal to the former dictator, armed 
with mortars, rockets and rifles, 
seized control of the northeast cor- 
ner of Uganda last week. The 
sources said the men from Amin's 
scattered army, who have lived in 
the remote bush country of Zaire 
and Sudan since the dictator's 
overthrow, captured the 13,000 
square kilometres West Nile region 
with a single ambush. 

They surrounded the camp of the 
fledgling Uganda National Libera- 
tion Army (UNLA) at Koboko, a 
border village, which is Amin’s 
home town, and wiped out some 300 


unar med soldiers as they, assembl- 
ed for morning roll call. 

Survivors fled along with police, 
troops and administration officials 
from other West Nile towns, leaving 
the region, which Is separated from 
the rest of Uganda by the White 
Nile, undefended. ' 

Saudi Arabia and Sudan yester- 
day denied allegations by Uganda 
that it had financed the invasion. 
Amin is now believed living. In 
Saudi Arabia. 

The official Saudi press agency 
said the claim on Sunday by -Ugan- 
dan Foreign Minister Otema 
Alimadi was false. 

The Sudan denial followed 
protests by the Ugandan 
meat that the invasion was 
ed from Sudan and Zaire.

A reconstruction of the com- 
‘ muse’s tworstorey barn- like struc- 
ture, long since demolished, formed 
the central piece of scenery. There 
were some well-behaved horses 
(used at modern Deganya purely

There was singing by the Deganya

-BUT IT WAS much more than an 
exercise in nostalgia for a series of 
tableaux based on faded 
photographs. Beautifully directed 
by Yitzhak Shauli (who was once at 
Deganya for hachshara along with 
Haim Topol) with dramatic move- 
ment and changes of pace, with en- 
trances from under floodlit palms 
which, of course.- did not exist at 
Um Jtmi, and descents from the 
surrounding hills, the spectacle had 
the added dimensi o n of relevance 
because Halm Hefer saw to it that 
the audience saw all this ancient 
history and quaint idealism through 
modem eyes; 

Hefer produced a amt of “Muse of 
History," dressed In white and 
spotlighted off to the left, who 
things off with a stinging In* 
dlctment of the problems of modern 
Israel — spiritual, economic, 
social. 

That was why, the Muse an- 
nounced. that to “return to Um 
Juni" was a Jubilant pilgrimage, a 
“celebration." But our return visit 
did not gloss over the warts of early 
pioneering: Yerido from the com- 
mune, suicides, personal doubts 
and defeats were all recalled by the 
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priorities,” he warned, “or our 
worst fears may come true."

grandchildren of those who had ex- 
perienced them. 

IT IS a safe bet that the celebration 
was meant to emit contemporary 
political vibrations. Indeed, what 
was fascinating was to see the spec- 
tacle not only via Hefer’s Muse but 
also in terms of today’s political 
pageantry — those leaders who 
were conspicuous by their absence 
or silence. 

A call to return the kibbutz move- 
ment to its former central role 
within the Labour Party was mode 
by Ihud secretary Musaa Harff . But 
that only raised the spectre of the 
leadership squabble now going on. 
(The last impressive turnout of kib- 
butz members was on a rainy day 
months ago for the funeral of 
Ylgael All on, further north along 
the Klnneret at Kibbutz Glnossar.) 

Yitzhak Rabin was out of the 
country last week; Shimon Peres 
was at Um Juni but did not address 
the gathering. It waa no secret to 
many In the audience that the 
organizers had discussed at length 
the touchy problem of who would 
speak and who would not. 

Originally, there was to have 
been just one performance, with the 
president as the main speaker. The 
Idea of the second evening 
originated with the Chief of Staff, 
who wisely saw it as an excellent 
educational opportunity for 
soldiers. Under the direction of the 
chief education officer, the whole 
day was devoted to mass tours of 
Galilee and the Golan, culminating 
in the floodlit lesson In history at 
Deganya. 

The army's invitation for the se- 
cond evening announced that the 
Chief of Staff would speak (as It 
happened, he could not attend.) Mr.

his capacity as minister of defence. 
(The Byzantine labyrinths of this 
quandary of how to deal with 
politically problematical per- 
sonalities, especially Mr. Begin, 
who cannot often have set foot os 
comimlnal territory, could have 
made a good topic for discussion 
during the long evenings of Intellec- 


tual soul-searching back at Um 
Juni.) 

A 13-year-old Tiberias girl wbo 
got to the second performance told 
me afterwards that she thought it 
“not at all fair that the prime 
minister wasn't allowed to speak. 
Just because he is in the wrong par- 
ty." 

A high-ranking officer who is no 
friend of the Labour Party observ- 
ed that It may actually have bees 
quite convenient for the prime 
minister not to make an address on 
this particular occasion. 

- As It transpired, the soldiers at 
the second evening missed one of 
the high points of the first, which 
was President Navon’a address. 

PRESIDENT and Mrs. Navon were 
met at the gates of Deganya by 
Haver Yitzhak Abadi. known as 
“Ini." with whom the president 
could have chatted in his famous 
Arabic because Ini arrived an foot 
from Syria 30 years ago, served as 
military governor of the city of 
Gaza, and now teaches Middle East 
affairs at the Beit Yeracb Regional 
High School. 

The path into the kibbutz was lin- 
ed with Deganya children dressed 
in blue and white (Jeans and T- 
shlrta) waving the obligatory little 
flags. 

Fitting In naturally, as always, 
with any group — whether slum 
residents or visiting dignitaries, 
schoolchildren or the elderly — 
Navon greeted every fourth or fifth 
child, radiating t&therly depen- 
dability and charm, not charisma, 
which can be unreliable. One girl, 
asked what grade she was In, 
answered “Het ” 

The president, sternly but with a 
twinkle: “Not het, chket!” 

Later at the amphitheatre, when 


. the stars had come out. there were 
preliminary speeches. They includ- 
ed a long one by 34-year-old Yona 
Ben-Ta'akov, widow of a veteran 
Deganya member who was in- 
strumental In founding Israel's air 
arm; and another very long one by 
Hlstadrut leader Yeroham MeaheL. 
Most of those present were certain- 
ly favourably inclined to the 
Hlstadrut, but this speech could be 
described as counter-productive. 

Navon, in exquisite contrast, 
cheerfully and elegantly charged 
the atmosphere with, exactly the 
right mood for on encounter with 
the past. He even quoted his old 
mentor, Ben-Gurion, as if this were 
the most natural thing in the world 

to do these days: 

B-G, he said, used to assure peo- 
ple that the early pioneers were by 
no means a special breed or “any 
bunch of geniuses." He dealt with 
today's tendency to write off the 
kibbutzim as having outlived their 
unique vigour because of their high 
standard of living — stereo sets, 
trips abroad, hired labour (the last 
turned up In the pageant as one of 
the burning issues heroically solved 
by the first kvutaa). 

"I wfes talking to some 
youngsters recently at a new Nehal 
settlement,' 1 Navon told the 
audience. "One of them said he had 
no intention of staying on at the 
place after his service because 
everything was too easily 
available. Electricity, roads, 
houses — all were provided and 
‘there was no challenge.' " The 
president asked the boy where be 
was from. The answer: 
“Deganya." 

THE DEGANYA experience, 
Navon said, proves that very young 
people — teenagers, really — have 
it in them to make history. He 


quoted Arthur Ruppin, the Zionist 
Organization's planner of Deganya, 
who warned at the time that the 
media should be kept away from 
Um Juni because they would 
probably blow the thing up out of all 
proportion "and write that history 
was being made." 

Another Important point to 
remember, the president said. Is 
that when any thing new Is started, 
nobody really has any idea how ex- 
actly it will turn out. 

If this reads like an unbalanced 
paean of praise to the president, I 
can assure readers that It reflects 
the audience’s* reaction, and if 
Knesset elections had been held 
then and there at the first night of 
Deganya's party, any list headed 
by Navon would have swept the 
boards. (Incidentally, one of the 
earliest public calls for a Navon 
premiership came from a Deganya 
member.) 

Critical note: The spirit of A.D. 
Gordon — who lived for a time at 
Deganya and is burled there, 
although he was never a member — 
would have shrunk In horror at the 
soft drinks supplied by the kibbutz. 

These were In thousands of little 
plastic sacks squishing with vile 
coloured liquid; printed with ad- 
mirable honesty on the plastic was 
a list of the various dreadful in- 
gredients. with the punch line. 
“Contains No Fruit." 

On the positive aide. It was 
generally Bald that Deganya hadn't 
looked so tidy for a long time. 

After the final scene of "Return 
to Um Juni." a great swirl of 
dancers began to fill the bare 
ground of the stage — all the cast, 
the singers and musicians, and 
from the audience, all the 
generations of Deganya. And after 
the 15,000 guests had left, the 
Deganya family met In the dining 
room to dance until 2 a.m., 
even those in their eighties — ex- 
hausted from all the weeks of 
preparations, and a bit surprised 
that it had all turned out so 
beautifully.

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Salad days

“HOUSEWIVES," said the guide, looking 
over a crew of 33 who had assembled under 
their sunhats to learn about edible plants. 
“Housewives, looking to save some money," 
she said again. 

True, the group was mostly female, but it 
included teachers, university students, 
curious clerks, noisy little boys, not-so-noisy 
not- so- little boys, someone with a pad and 
pencil, and someone with a camera. Not that 
most of us didn't know how to put a chicken 
In a pot or scrub the bathroom tiles when 
necessary — when absolutely necessary. 

The salad tour was sponsored by the 
Nature Protection Society; the guide was 
Tsippie Ron. secretary of the Jerusalem 
branch. We were poised at the top of a bill 
between the boxy flats of Kiryat Moshe and 
the factories of Glvat Shaul. All we could see 
below us on this late summer day were 
thorns, thistles, and dust which was either 
the best Mother Earth could do In this 
season, or authentic industrial waste. We 
plunged. 

The first thing we came upon was distinct- 
ly not for the salad bowl, Tsippie said. It was 
a fuzzy plant with thick ruffled leaves, 
yellow flowers, and roundish green bulbs on 
stems. The latter feature, she explained, 
earned it the name yeroket hehamor 
(donkey greens) , for its resemblance to the 
testicles of that animal. Because of its bitter 
taste, the juice of the plant has been used to 
wean infants or cure children of thumb- 
sucking. 

Our appetites thus whetted, we slid on 
down the steep hill, wishing we had stayed at 
home putting chickens in pots and making 
those tiles gleam. 

But our next stop looked more promising: 
the spindly anise plant. We were encouraged 
to snap a branch and have a chew. Anise, 
Tsippie reminded us, Is the base for arak, 
that local beverage. And it can be made Into 
candy by cooking some tender young 
branches in a email amount of water, stir- 
ring in sugar until it becomes a thickish paste. 
It can be spread in a pan to dry, cut into 
strips and wound around sticks to make 
lollypops. Presumably to compensate 
youngsters for whom the breast and thumb 
have been so rudely declared out of bounds. 

Further down the path we met the tayun 
dnvik — clammy innula in English, inula 
riscosa to scholars. It has clusters of leaves 
emerging radially from the vertical stem at 
more or less regular intervals. It's sticky, 
and very versatile. 

For instance, hung in a room, it is the final 
landing pad for pesky flies. And more 
decorative than store-bought fly paper. Ac- 
cording to Tsippie, the Beduln use it as fuel 
in pita ovens. It will even get the thorns out of 
sabra fruit, and shut the mouths of noisy lit- 
tle boys. (The demonstration didn't work.) 

If you skin your shin in the field, an innula 
leaf will pass for a plaster. Take the plant 
home to your bath; it is rumoured to do 
wonders for rheumatism. Inhale the steam 
and your respiratory problems evaporate.

The greening 
of Jerusalem 


The city's head gardener Mordecai Darwish

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MORDECAI Darwish found a city 
of God carved of stone. He will 
leave It a city of Alan wreathed In 
flowers. 

"People have ambitions — to be a 
general, a minister. It's Important 
for life. I want to be able to point at 
things and say 'I did this."' 

Darwish can already point at 90 
per cent or the 1 , 600,000 plants 
growing In Jerusalem's parks and 
streets and at 90 per cent o( the 
city's 30,000 trees. 

Since being appointed chief 
municipal gardener In 1968, 
Darwish has changed the face of 
Jerusalem more than any other 
man — he and the man who turned 
him loose. Mayor Teddy Kollek. 


"When Teddy was elcted In I960, 
there were 710 dunams of park In 
Jerusalem." says Darwish. “Today 
there are 4.000 dunams." 

Once every week or two, the two 
men start out at 6.30 a.m. for an 
hour's tour of the city's greenery 
and to discuss new projects. 

Fllty-four old olive trees flank the 
entrance to the city from Tel Aviv. 
Like almost every tree and plant In 
the city, they have both a botanical 
and a human history recorded by 
Darwlsh's near-photogenic 
memory. He himself had a direct 
part In their history. 

"When they were expanding the 
Tel Aviv highway at Shar Hagai In 
1970, the PWD public works depart- 


ment called up Teddy and told him 
we could come down and take the 
olive trees that would have to be up- 
rooted. I went down one morning at 
6 a.m. with a convoy of trucks and a 
tractor. We left another tractor 
near the entrance to the city to dig 
the holes for the trees when we 
brought them up. It was February 
and It was pouring and the ground 
was all mud. We waited until 9 
o’clock, sitting in the cabs of the 
trucks, and It just got worse. Final- 
ly, I Jumped out and in a minute I 
was soaked through. The mud was 
up to my knees. The men were 
watching me. I said 'You see me, 
I'm wet but I'm not dead."* 

In the downpour, the men began 


assisting Darwish in extracting' the 
trees with their roots intact and 
delicately loading than aboard the 
trucks: Kollek called - Darwish*a 
home at 9 p.ra. and was alarmed 
when told that he hadn't returned 
yet. The mayor drove in the still 
pouring rain to the city entrance 
and found work still underway. It 
was not until 2 a. in. that the last 
tree was transplanted. 

Almost all of the 800 olive trees 
transplanted to Jerusalem have 
survived because of the care taken 
In their preparation and shipment. 
Darwish notes that in other areas in 
the country as many as 90 per cent 
of transplanted olives die. The 
mature palms which have lately 
been planted outside several of the 
Old City gates at Kollek's urging 
require even more care than the 
olives, says Darwish. Some of the 
palms came from El-Ariaix before 
its return to Egypt, others from 
Kibbutz Nir Oz. 

Born In the hills of Kurdistan, 
Darwish arrived in Israel In 1950 
and shortly afterwards entered the 
army. Upon discharge, he joined 
the municipal gardening section as 
a labourer. Fifteen years later he 
was head of the department. 
Although be was this year 
promoted to head of the City 
Beautification Department of 
which gardening is one wing, he 
still directly runs the section. 

“'His gardening section has won 
numerous national prizes for ef- 
ficiency, most notably the coveted 
Kaplan prize. Darwlsh's work 
organization and the motivation he 
has Induced account for the fact 
that each Jerusalem municipal gar- 
dener tends 14 dunams compared to 
an average of six dunams in local 
authorities around the country. 

Despite his limited formal educa- 
tion. Darwlsh’s retentive memory 
permits him to reel o£T the Latin 
names ol plants he passes like a 
priest reciting mass. Professional 
landscape architects working with 
him in the field often turn to the 
former labourer for the name of a 
plant or tree. 

Although he respects many of the 
landscapers with whom he works, 
he also trusts his own Instincts. The 
Ruppln Rd. traffic Island in front of 
uie government centre was initially 
planted with non-flowering plants 
upon professional advice.

dip In the atone wall, your eye 
would light on a quaint garden table 
flanked by painted green atumps. 
This is one of several study corners 
at Belt Tabor, the Swedish 
Theological Institute, which is ac- 
tive in promoting interfaith un- 


derstanding. 

The grounds cover four dunams 
and were once owned by the Swiss 
architect-priest. Conrad Schick, 
who built his home here and con- 
tributed to the early architecture of 
Jerusalem at the end of the last cen- 


tury. 

Over the hundred years of its 
history, the property passed 
through several hands. After 
Schick's death In 1002, Turkish of- 
ficers were garrisoned here until 
1918 when It was bought by Antonio 
T. Gelt, a translator for the 
American Consulate. Between 1827 
and 1948, Muslim missionaries used 
it as an educational institution. In 
1951, it became the property of the 
Swedish Theological Institute. 

The gardens were destroyed once 
in the War of Independence and 
again during the Six Day War. In 
1973 they were redesigned, follow- 
ing damage by scattered waste 
materials when the original wooden 
root was replaced with red roof 
tiles. Six years later, the gardens 
were redesigned again by Israeli 
landscape gardener. Nahman 
Feyderman, when the addition of 
two new wings to the original house 
made It necessary to open the wall 
oft Ethiopia St. for concrete trucks 
to reach the building site. 

The grounds contracted and to- 
day their major link with the past Is 
strikingly preserved in the tower- 
ing pines at the rear of the house. 

Abdul Razik Dou’adl takes 
special pride in the garden, stress- 
ing that each plant receives his per- 
sonal care. He is the principal gar- 
dener and quietly boasts bow he 
tamed the grounds from the wilds 
16 years ago. Born in the Arab 
village of Kalanswa near Kf&r 
Sava, ' Abdul broke tbe Israeli 
curfew in 1932 to reach Jaffa wbere 
he briefly worked as a gardener for 
the French Hospital. Then he left 
for Jerusalem In search of a better 
job, which he found at the French 
hospital near Notre Dame. He 
stayed for 12 years as the chief gar- 
dener. “There, I made them a gar- 
den, something unique in 


Jerusalem.” he recalls, adding that 
he spent his free Sundays earning 
extra money by tending many a 
Rehavia property. 

The gardens at the Swedish 
Theological Institute are an ex- 
quisite blend of the oriental tenden- 
cy to let plants sprout and grow 
where and how they please and the 
European urge to cultivate them in 
tidy, compartmentalised order. Ab- 
dul, who is also the Institute’s han- 
dyman, painter, cook, buyer and 
storeman, aeea the garden as Us 
creation, though the manageress. 
Mrs. Harriet Holmqulst. who takes 
an avid interest In ita design and 
maintenance, prefers to see ft as a 
collective effort. 

-The grounds serve up to 20 divini- 
ty students from Sweden who come 
to Israel for periods of three months 
between September and June to 
participate in post-graduate Bible 


or a more open spot to sit around In 
cane chairs and sip cups of lemon 

tea in a lively exchange with Jews, 
Arabs, and local Christians coming 
to the Institute on social or official 
business. It Is here that the visitor 
Is struck by the garden as a 
meeting place of east and west. 

When Abdul first arrived at the 
Swedish Theological Institute In 
1984, he started work on restoring 
the jungle of weeds at the back of 
the grounds to the bustan or fruit 
garden It had been eight yean 
before. He thinned out two of the’ six 
300-year-old olive trees and pruned 
tbe dead wood and branches of the 
pines. 

Once again tbe air could circulate 
and tbe sun penetrate the thick 
foliage to the earth. A fig tree, a 
pomegranate, almond, locust and 
apricot trees all grew here and 
their fruit is served at table.

studies, conversational Hebrew and 
field courses on modern Israel. To 
the rear of the house, therefore, the 
garden Is designed to enable them 
to use it In all seasons. 

In it. each can find a secluded 
nook or sheltered balcony to study 


Wide gravel paths through the 
bustan have flowerbeds along their 
sides, planted thickly with a rich 
variety of flowers and sbrubs In- 
cluding bougaln villi as, yellow and 
white jasmin, begonias, tall stemm- 
ed marigolds, geraniums, hibiscus 


and dainty llllles. Each, after Its 
fashion, adds to the year-round 
seasonal splash of colour, in- 
terspersed with natives like the 
e&rob tree, badass and bamboo. 
Students can meditate here as they 
pace the aisles in the coolness of the 
hottest aharav days or pause under 
alcoves formed by three young 
vines to reach clusters of sweet ' 
dabuki grapes ripening over their 
heads. 

The driveway from the bustan 
leads to a copper sculpture by the 
Norwegian, Martin Haarr, depic- 
ting the Star of David, the Cross 
and the Crescent to symbolise the 
hope of peace and brotherly love 
between the three religions. It 
stands in front of a rock garden 
planted with petunias, rose bushes, 
papyrus trees, dahlias. This leads 
to a semi-enclosed courtyard 
presided over by two recently 
planted date palms from Jericho. 
Potted geraniums and flowering 
asparagus are decorated with clim- 
bing roses. 

A sunny place for most of the 
year, many a student can be found 
tanning here. For a sleepy 
backdrop he can listen to the play of 
the fountain, watered by winter 
rains filling the well burled several 
metres under the courtyard. For 
day-long coolness, though, he can - 
retire to the “Lemon Garden” at 
the foot of a staircase leading to a 
central balcony overlooking tbe en- 
tire grounds. 

The front entrance sums up tbe 
east-west melange. Entering a 
miniature courtyard through a 
dwarf-like gate the visitor Is con- 
fronted by a European-style man- 
sion. It is only on leaving that he Is 
startled by the ivy-cloaked trunk of 
magnificent Mediterannean pine 
uncurling from a sabra cactus 
patch to pierce tbe sky with its 
crown of needles.

When the weather Is 
Inclement, the International 
Cultural Centre for Youth in the 
German Colony lends them a ball. 

. “If you want to start a society like 
ours,” she continues, “the beet way 
to begin is to speak to friends." 

You’ll quickly discover interest 
not only among plant experts but 


among amateurs with a single pot 
on their windowsill or flower boxes 
on tbe balcony. 

The society charges IS20 per per- 
son In annual dues, using proceeds 
to Invite members to meetings. 
“We can’t rely on the mails," Minna 
explains. - “So we use the 
telephone, with chain calls In which 


each member calls several others. 
It’s cheaper than a stamp and more 
reliable." 

The lecturers are all volunteers 
and located by word of mouth — a 
person who is growing plants 
hydroponlc&lly on hi* roof, a uni- 
versity expert, Jerusalem Post gar- 
dening writer Walter Franfel and 
others. 

The two-hour meetings always 
begin with refreshments, 
"sometimes mint tea whose leaves 
we grew In our own gardens, or our 
own plums or even a carrot cake 
whose main Ingredients are home 
grown,’* says Minna. Socialising 
over food is an Important part of the 
experience. 

Then the group tour the garden 
where the meeting Is held. The 
efro.o trees belong to St. George's 
Cathedral; the private fruit 
orchard to former Justice Zvl 


Berenson, a member of tbe society; 
and the genetics institute is located 
In TalploL “Even very experienced 
gardeners can't Identify many 
plants found here," notes Minna, 
“especially if they were born 
abroad." 

The half-hour lecture is followed 
by questions and answers. A typical 
topic may be the laws of the Jewish 
shmitta (Sabbatical) year, during 
which the land must lie fallow, or 
Walter Frankl speaking about the 
use of Peruvian bird fertiliser on 
plants. One Indian Jewish Im- 
migrant, Ezekiel Gosek, has spoken 
about the manufacture of bone 
meal fertilizer In Israel. 

The questions and answers are 
followed, by the exchange of plant 
cuttings or seeds that can’t easily 
be obtained from commercial 
nurseries in Jerusalem. 

Among the varieties that are be- 


ing grown in the Capital thanks to 
the plant exchanges are wild 
strawberries, bruasels sprouts, the 
primula (English primrose) and 
the night-blooming ipamea (a 
white-flowered plant from Mexico). 
Tbe society also introduced 
camellias to Jerusalem and advises 
on their care. 

The group holds an annual Tu 
Bl'Shvat seder, a kabbalistic 
ceremony in honour of the Jewish 
New Year of Trees that la modelled 
on the Pessah seder In which the 
Seven Varieties of native Israeli 
produce are sampled. 

The society does not yet have the 
resources to run flower shows and 
competitions, hut It baa done ita hit 
to promote tbe greenery of 
Jerusalem. It has obtained several 
hundred thousand narcissus bulbs 
from the Israel Flower Marketing 
Board and is giving many of them 


to the Jerusalem Municipality for 
planting around town. 

Members are encouraged to 
learn water saving techniques and 
organic gardening using natural 
fertilizers and pest control. They 
also learn to grow edible plants for 
cooking. 

Although there was a Jerusalem 
Horticultural Society in the city In 
tiie 1920s, decades passed before 
another such organization was es- 
tablished. 

There are more than 150 plant 
lovers in Jerusalem, but the society 
would find it unmange&ble to 
accept all Jerusalemites who are 
Interested in the topic. Minna, 
suggests that varioua- 
neighbourhoods, like the Jewish 
Quarter, could establish their own 
small branches that can be af- 
filiated with the Jerusalem society 
and receive advice from it.

flowering, multi-hue d. Many ot tbe 
plant-holders are suspended from 
chains stretched high across the 


walls or from strategically placed 
tree stumps. 

Kahane treats his plants almost 
as If they were people, trying to en- 
sure that they will go to homes 
where they will be properly treated. 
During rny. Visit to the shop, he 
spent an hour with a couple who 
eventually chose two plants. Judg- 
ing by the conversation, they were 
not avid gardeners and just wanted 
something decorative around the 
house. Kahane directed their atten- 
tion to plants which require a 
minimum of care — hardy species 
which can withstand lack of con- 
cern and still survive. Whenever 
the woman reached for a plant that 
needs coddling, Kahane would veer 
her in another direction. 

The majority of the plants which 
he sells are grown in his own 
nursery, but some come from Kib- 
butz Beit Ha'emek and Rosh 
Hanikra. He prefers not to deal with 
outside suppliers, mainly because 
he wants to exercise maximum con- 
trol over tbe healthy development 
of each plant. 

"Y ou have to be very careful with 
them." he explains. “A plant 
emerging from a hot-house goes 
Into shock and doesn't always 
acclimatize successfully to the out- 
side environment. You have to give 
it time to see what happens to it. I 
would never sell a sick plant to 
anyone." 

His current stock includes 
several varieties which are par- 
ticularly suited to the Jerusalem 
winter. Not all of them originate 
from here. He Imports seeds for the 
more exotic species from Australia 
and New Zealand. 

Prices are as low as IS5. although 
the average Is somewhere between 
IS 12 and ISIS. The most expensive 
plants are ‘in the vicinity of IS45. 

Also available at the Plant and 
Animal Centre are all aorta of 
accessories to give your plant a 
more attractive setting or your pets 
an extra plaything.

Exports up 24% in 9 months ^ move to upgrade service 


Hostesses on Egged buses I Wide response, but goal not in

Jerusalem Post Reporter 

Exports in the first nine months 
of the current year were 24 per cent 
higher than in the same period last 
year. In September, however, the 
level of exports was only 8.8 per 
cent higher than In September 1979, 
according to data released yester- 
day by the Central Bureau of 
Statistics. 

Without polished diamonds and 
ships. September's exports were, 
on the basis of seasonally adjusted 
data, 13 per cent higher than the 
average for the two preceding 
months. They were 6-7 per cent 
higher than the monthly average 
for each of the first two quarters of 
the year. 

Since the beginning of the year, 
the bureau says, exports have been 
relatively stable, with large 
monthly fluctuations around the 
average. The data are all In current 
values, which means that after tak- 


ing account of the fall in the value of 
the U-S. dollar, in which exports are 
recorded, there has been a fall in 
real terms. 

Total net exports in January- 
Septomber 1980 amounted to ; 
$3,781 m., compared with $3. 054m. i 
in the same period last year. While | 
total exports thus rose by a nominal 
24 per cent, industrial exports in- 
creased by 26 per cent, diamond ex- 
ports by 18 per cent, and 
agricultural exports by 7 per cent. 

Seasonally adjusted data show 
that without diamonds, ships and 
planes, exports have been stable In 
each of the three quarters, ending 
September 1980, at an average level 
that was 14 per cent higher than in 
the last two quarters of 1979. 

This rise In the nominal level of 
exports Is roughly equal to the fall 
in the value of the dollar; in real 
terms, there has been little, if any, 
gain. 


Jerusalem Post Reporter 
< Inter-urban travellers, struggling 
their way aboard an Egged bus, 
have been surprised to be greeted 
over the last few days by an airline- 
style hostess, who punches their 
tickets, shows tbem to their seats 
And gives information about 
everything from timetable changes 
and connecting routes to the state of 
traffic on the road and weather con- 
ditions at their destination. 


A total of 46 young female unlver-. 
sfty students have been hired by 
Egged to greet and assist 
passengers travelling the route 
between Tel Aviv and four 
destinations — Jerusalem, Haifa, 
Beersheba and Eilat. The 
hostesses, wearing blue Egged uni- 
forms, are on duty from 6.30 a.m. 
at all live central bus stations, ex- 
cept for Beersheba. They remain at 
the stations and do not travel 
themselves.

may force staff pay cuts 


An Egged spokesman explained: 
“It's an experiment as part of our 
programme to Introduce more 
courtesy and pleasantness into our 
service. It also takes the pressure 
off our drivers at the start of their 
journey." Like many other Egged 


workers in recent months, the 
hostesses have taken two-day 
special courses in customer 
relations. 

Other proposals now under con- 
sideration for improving service in- 
clude distributing newspapers and 
cold drinks to passengers and giv- 
ing information about beauty spots 
and historical sites along the routes 
travelled. 

The drive to improve service 
coincides with the introduction of a 
fleet of new buses. It also comes in 
the wake of price rises well above 
the inflation rate on Inter-urban 
routes, and a drop of 20 to 30 per 
cent In the number of passengers 
over the last year. 

Some passengers seemed bemus- 
ed by the fancy new service and 
pushed their way past the hostess to 
give their ticket to the driver. 
Others asked the hostesses how 
much they are costing Egged while 
one Jerusalem passenger, clearly 
used to airline travel, asked the 
hostess for a sweet, "to help him 
cope with the altitude drop." 

But most travellers are pleased 
with the service and frequently give 
the hostesses a round of applause 
after their announcements. 


The letters arriving with con- 
tributions to The Jerusalem Post 
"Forsake me not" fund are so 
heartening that we wish wd could 
answer all of them, but at the mo- 
ment we are having a hard time 
just keeping up with the receipts.

— Bar-Ilan Univer- 
sity may have to ask its faculty and 
staff to take a pay cut if no other 
way can be found to meet the an- 
ticipated deficit of 1530m. in the un- 
iversity's 15170m. budget.

Is 
everything other than salaries: 
books, equipment and the rest of 
what enables a university to main- 
tain standards of academic ex- 
cellence. " 


Investments drop 9 per cent 


in first half of the year 


Elbit opens plant in Carmiel 


CARMIEL- — A new Elbit plant for 
navigation systems for fighter 
planes and other electronic equip- 
ment for the army was opened here . 
last week In the presence of In- 
dustry, Trade and Tourism 
Minister Gideon Patt. Part of the 
production will be exported. . 

Bennl Peled, general manager of 
Elbit Computers, which built the 
plant, said that the number of 
employees here would . grow from 
100 today to 1,500 over the next 
three years. The plant's size will be 
increased five-fold, to 20,000 sq.m. 
One fifth of the employees will be 
engineers. 

Elbit Intends to concentrate all its 
plants producing for the army In... 
Carmlel. The investment In the new 
plant totalled ISl5m. and construc- 
tion lasted 13 months, six months 
less than originally scheduled. 

Minister Patt said that the new 
plant was one of four factories built 
in Carmiel this year. These fac- 
tories are part of a master plan 
aimed at setting up dozens of high- 
technology factories In the develop- 


ment town. The existing factories 
employ a total of 760 workers so for. 

On the other hand, Ezra Peak, the 
chairman of the local labour coun- 
cil, complained that despite the new 
factories 385 unskilled workers 
were reglatered with the local 
labour exchange as unemployed. 


Jerusalem Post Reporter 
Investment was down some 9 per 
cent in the first half of 1980, com- 
pared with the second half of 1979 
and 11 per cent lower than in the 
last quarter of 1979, according to es- 
timates released yesterday by the 
Central Bureau of Statistics. 

The 11 per cent fall In in- 
vestments in the first three months 
of 1980 — with no change In the se- 
cond quarter of the year — is 
equivalent to an annual contraction 
of 36 per cent, the bureau says. 

A breakdown by. type of Invest- 
ment shows that construction In the 
first half of 1980 remained at the 
same level of the first and the se- 
cond half of 1979. However, while 
residential construction rose fay 5 
per cent in the first half of the 
current year, industrial and other 
construction contracted by IX per 


cent. 

Investment In machinery and 
equipment also declined by 11 per 
cent, compared with the second 
half of 1979, in which the level of in- 
vestment In these assets had 
already fallen by 2 per cent com- 
pared with the first six months of 
2979. The contraction In purchases 
of machinery and equipment was 13 
per cent for Imported capital goods 
and 5 per cent for locally produced 
equipment. 

Land transport equipment — 
buses, trucks and passenger 
vehicles purchased by business 
enterprises and therefore con- 
sidered as Investments — shrank 
by 40 per cent In the first half of 1980 
compared with the second half of 
1979. 

All the -data are seasonally ad- 
justed and in constant value terms.

factory closes 


CARMIEL. — Hie five-year old S.P. 
Electronics factory here was closed 
yesterday due to financial dif- 
ficulties. The management in- 
formed the remaining 30 workers 
that it wm, unable to pay ! their 
September and October salaries 
and claimed that government agen- 
cies and private banks bad refused 
them any further loans. 

The plant was set up by a 
partnership of three local men and 
built transistor radios tor export to 
Sweden and alarm systems for Bri- 
tain. Last year it still employed 150 
workers. 


TEL AVIV (Itlm). —The director of 
the Mabat construction company, 
Moahe Ben- A lion, was remanded in 
custody for nine days by the 
Magistrates Court here Sunday 
on suspicion of extending bribes and 
kickbacks and stealing company 
property. 

Mabat is a subsidiary of the 
JewiBbAgency. 

Police told the court that Ben- 
Allon had built himself a villa using 
materials he obtained from the 
company at nominal prices. Police 
are also investigating suspicions 
that the suspect stole building 
materials from company 
warehouses to use In constructing 
his house. 

Ben-Allon also gave kickbacks to 


a senior official at the Housing 
Ministry who supervised Mabat' s 
contracts with the ministry In ex- 
change for special considerations 
for the construction firm.police 
said.

WITH AN Abuhatzelra Affair just unfolding, the country may 
now have to gear itaeif for a Burg Affair. The two should, 
however, be carefully distinguished. 

The case of Religious Affairs Minister Aharon Abuhatzelra in- 
volves allegations of private corruption. The minister hims elf, 
and some top aides, are suspected of taking kickbacks from 
real, half-real and entirely fictitious religious Institutions that 
have been receiving funds from the ministry. The public aspect 
of the case has as a result taken a backseat. 

The case of Interior Minister Yosef Burg concerns allegations 
of public corruption: the use, or misuse, of local authorities as con- 
duits for channelling his ministry's funds to all manner of 
religious bodies, often even outside the jurisdiction of those 
authorities. No private wrongdoing is being alleged here. 

In the first case, individual officials, probably including Mr. 
Abuhatzelra himself, are about to be arraigned on criminal 
charges. In the second case attention is being focused on a vast 
politico-religious spoils system that has been in existence for 
years but that la only now being exposed to the light of day — 
even though more than an inkling of it has been given in 
successive reports of the State Comptroller. 

Reacting to the exposure In an interview on Sunday, Dr. Burg 
did not deny the facts made public. He merely placed the 
responsibility for them on the local authorities themselves. 
They are, he suggested, made up of intelligent persons who 
must know full well what they are doing in-endorsing 
allocations from their budgets for some faraway yeshivas. 

O sancta simplicitasl Dr. Burg must know full well that the 
country’s municipalities, and local councils, do so strictly at the 
bidding of his own ministry: they themselves have virtually no 
choice in the matter. They were recipients of designated funds 
over which they had no discretion, allocated for institutions in 
which they often had no interest or were even outside their 
jurisdictional bounds. The ministry, however, by resorting to 
such subterfuge, is able to cover a fraudulent administrative 
practice with the patina of legality. 

To the practitioners, who are the real beneficiaries, this is of 
course all In a good cause — the cause of heaven, Indeed. It is no 
accident that they largely represent the National Religious Par- 
ty, which over the years has come to consider both the Religious 
Affairs Ministry and the Interior Ministry as its own in- 
alienable preserve. 

In making the system work, the cooperation of the Treasury 
has, needless to say, been necessary. The Treasury, whether 
controlled by Labour or by the Likud, would in the case of the in- 
terior minister set aside a private slush fund to be used by the 
minister, at his discretion, to bolster his constituency- through a 
network of religious bodies. But payments from this fund would 
not be made directly by the ministry, so as to avoid hostile 
scrutiny by, say, the Knesset Finance Committee. 

It was the NRP's fear of losing this invaluable source of in- 
born p that caused-Dr. Burg lait year to turn down the' proposal 
that he give up his department and replace Mr. Dayan as 
foreign minister. Clearly, there is no money in foreign affairs. 

The ruling parties to date, whether Labour or the Likud, have 
been well aware of this system, in all its awesome 
ramifications. But they have been willing to accept it as the 
price of keeping their coalitions with the NRP intact. The pre- 
sent administration, by conceding to the NRP the Education 
and Culture Ministry as well, has opened up another conduit for 
such semi-clandestine transfer of public funds. 

Over the years the arrangements under the system have ac- 
counted in no small measure for the solidarity of the NRP's 
electoral appeal. They have also deepened the party's convic- 
tion that the public purse is a secular kitty to be annually raided 
in the higher interest of the party. 

It is just such an atmosphere, in which the end justifies the 
means, that tends to blur the distinction between orderly ad- 
ministration and the abuse of power; and may even obliterate 
the difference between party gain and personal gain. 

Now that the system has begun to come to light it cannot be 
allowed to sink back Into obscurity, where it will continue to 
fester. The Likud, let alone the NRP, may decry any inquiry 
now as electioneering. But the Labour opposition, too, may be 
less than enthusiastic : after all, the NRP is its past and perhaps 
future partner in government. 

In that case, let the public raise its voice to demand a prompt 
Investigation. 


POSTSCRIPTS 


NON-SMOKERS will not be pleased 
to learn the results of a British 
study described In the annual 
report just Issued by the Labor- 
atory of the Government Chemist. 

It found that a non-smoker Inhal- 
ing the curling wisp of smoke from 
the burning end of a low-tar 
cigarette receives a stronger dose 
of tar and nicotine than the smoker 
himself. 

The smoker of a low-tar cigarette 


Inhales only the tar and nicotine of 
a low-tar cigarette, the report said. 
But a person nearby who is sub- 
jected to the ‘‘sidestream" from the 
same cigarette whiffs smoke that is 
as strong in tar and nicotine as the 
smoke from a middle- tar cigarette. 

One more reason why non- 
smokers should stand, up for their

Dry Bones 


Israelis from the highest levels of government down to the 
man in the street, do not behave as if they really want to 
improve this country's image, writes PAUL* RUSSELL 
BROMAN. 
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ISRAEL’S IMAGE abroad has been 
a standard subject of discussion 
and criticism among Israelis and 
their friends for years. Every so 
often a new organization, a new 
Idea or a new grand strategy Is put 
forward to rectify the “problem” of 
Israel's Ineffective Information ef- 
fort. 

A few years ago, the late Meyer 
Wetsgal floated "Operation Truth." 
It sank, as have similar grand 
ideas. Now we have another, 
proposed by David Cravlt, a Cana- 
dian advertising executive ("Sell- 
ing Israel's Image," Jerusalem 
Post, September 19). Within the 
limited context of the task of 
“image promotion," it was percep- 
tive and professional. 

Particularly pertinent was his 
clarification of the thesis that the 
Holocaust/Heroism message that 
has served so well in the past has 
now been overtaken by time and 
events. As he so cogently pointed 
out, there have been significant 
changes In Israel, the diaspora and 
the world at large. The situation Is 
new, So Is the audience. 

But Cravit’s moat valuable con- 
tribution, I believe. Is a brave — 
and 'perhaps unintentional — open- 
ing of a Pandora’s box. Perhaps 
now Is the time to be equally brave, 
and to take a good look at some of 
the real-Ule goblins Inside. 

Strategy, he said, is everything. I 
agree. 

But before plunging in and 
proposing one, I suggest It Is a 
worthwhile exercise to try to ex- 
plore the subject from as many 
points of view as possible, to 
develop a multi-dimensional 
"situation analysis." And here, I 
must respectfully disagree with 
Mr. Cravit's approach. In one vital 
respect, he has put the cart before 
the horse. He has assumed that 
Israel really wants to "sell its im- 
age to the world." I once thought 
this assumption to be obvious. Now 
I'm not so sure. 


tain for over 15 years, and I have 
been in Israel 15 times, not all at 
them as a tourist. I am a committed 
non- Jewish Zionist. 

Like Mr. Cravlt, I am a 
professional communications con- 
sultant, an "Image promoter." I 
have served clients in the U.S., 
most of Western Europe and IaraeL 
So I could be called a professional 
observer of Israel’s information ef- 
fort who happens to he standing "tn 
the middle of a bridge," from the 
point .of view of nationality, 
a religion, culture and geography. 

• Since there aren't many people in 
a similar position, perhaps It would 
be useful to describe what I see. 


BEFORE GOING ON, it Is perti- 
nent to clarify my position. I am a 
white Anglo-Saxon Protestant, a 
WASP, with an Israeli sabfa wife. I 
am American, but a resident of Brl 


FIRST, let's look at Israel, and 
some of the things that make me 
wonder about Its commitment to 
selling its Image abroad. The 
government passes hasbara (Infor- 
mation) from plate to plate, from 
ministry to ministry, and then 
deprives It of most of Its power and 
money. Huge Investments are 
made In physical defence; 
minuscule Investments In psy- 
chological defence. 

Many Israelis, In and out of 
government, sincerely detest any 
form of "image promotion." This 
seems to be the rule, In fact, rather 
than the exception. Why is not 
clear, but I suspect this attitude 
may be rooted in the outdated 
cliche Image of the golus yid, — the 
galut Jew — who la always afraid of 
what his gentile acquaintances 
mlgbt think or say or do. 

The bold new Israeli just doesn’t 
give a damn. He is more inclined to 
say to the world,-. "Take it or leave 
it. If the facts don't speak for 
themselves, that's your problem." 

In Israel young Idealists, Jewish 
and non-Jewtah, who come to live 
and work on the kibbutz are given a 
very cold shou^er by the kibbutz 
members and virtually forced to 
live In Isolation from the members. 
Idealists who seem to have become 
a new breed of establlshmentniks. 
When this happens, a chance for 
person-to-person ' unders tanding is 
lost. 


to Israelis going abroad to give 
them some pointers on being “per- 
sonal ambassadors" for their coun- 
try. only to find that most of the 
leaflets just add to the litter at Ben- 
Gurion Airport. 

Israel, a world centre of culture 
and the arts, cancels the publica- 
tion of a beautiful and professional- 
ly produced magazine on the arts, 
one reaching an international 
audience, on the grounds that It is 
too expensive. It- is ‘too expensive 
only if not considered Important 
enough. 

Though ♦biii country is one of the 
world's most fertile and productive 
In advancing science and 
technology. It falls to Invest heavily 
In publicizing these achievements 
to the citizens of the world, who 
stand to benefit personally.

“The outside world will never un- 
derstand anyhow, so why waste our 
time?”

TO SUM UP. I see an Israel, from 
the highest levels of government to 
the man in the street, reacting as a 
typical adolescent, one ,who stares 
defiantly at the older generation of 
nations, saying, “You don’t under- 
stand me." feeling, “I don’t really 
want you to understand me,” and 
crying, “Why doesn't the world un- 
derstand me?" 

And I say to myself, “I will un- 
derstand you whether you let me or ’ 
not, because I love you.” But how 
many other people will do the 
same? Why should they? 

Let's look In the other direction, 
at the U.S., and the rest of Israel’s 
so-called friends. There Is an 
apathy of a different kind and peo- 
ple, including young ones in school, 
who don’t even know where Israel 
is! This is no exaggeration. The ex- 
perience Is real and personal and 
depressingly frequent. Most 


Americans have absolutely no con- 
cept of how small Israel is, because 
their own country is so big. They 
completely fall to grasp the 
significance of size and thus to even 
pose the question, "What would I do 
if my enemy lived only 15 
kilometres away?" 

Most people in America and 
elsewhere are concerned mainly 
with creature comforts and stan- 
dard of living, thus the preoccupa- 
tion with oil rather than with the 
boring complexities of political 
reality, survival and justice. Many 
Americans are hooked on anything 
that relates to change, new thought, 
the future. They seem to be un- 
interested In things that cause them 
to look backwards, Including the 
historical justification for Israel's 
existence and policies. 

Those people who are Inherently 
just and fair seem to be bending 
over backwards to see the so-called 
justice and fairness of the PLO 
posit on. and to be "even-handed," 
because that's what civilized people 
are. This is especially prevalent In 
Britain and Europe. 

Finally, I see governments, -in 
America and other Western 
democracies, who sense the mood 
of the average voter, and who must 
mirror this mood or soon be out of 
office.
